a wireless communication, the second function is measuring a physical value, 
and the functional element group is capable of measuring the physical value. 

6 However, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a wireless 
communication apparatus and method comprising a functional element group 
including a plurality of functional elements each performing a first function and a 
second function wherein the first function is a wireless communication, the 
second function is measuring a physical value, and the functional element group 
is capable of measuring the physical value in a broader range rather than a 
range measured by each one of the functional elements and forms a network 
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system arranged to perform a wireless communication among the functional 
elements through the first function, and a base station for collectively managing 
the plurality of functional elements and for wireless communication with each of 
the functional element group or to receive data from the plurality of functional 
elements.
